TACLOBAN, Philippines Rescue workers tried to reach towns 
and villages in the central Philippines on Tuesday that were 
cut off by a powerful typhoon, fearing the estimated death 
toll of 10,000 could jump sharply as relief efforts intensified 
with the help of US. military 

The United States will send an aircraft carrier, the 
USS George Washington, to the Philippines, a US. defense 
official told Reuters, in a move that could further scale up 
air operations at a time when ground teams are struggling to 
reach areas where roads are impassable and bridges destroyed. 

The carrier already is in the region, having been on a port 
visit to Hong Kong. 

Officials in Tacloban, which bore the brunt of one of 
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the strongest storms ever recorded when it slammed into 
the Philippines on Friday, have said the death toll could be 
10,000 in their city alone. 

Compounding the misery for survivors, a depression is 
due to bring rain to the central and southern Philippines on 
Tuesday the weather bureau said.

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Wouldn’t it be cool to be able to charge 
your dying cellphone simply by putting it 
in your clutch purse? 

Liz Salcedo, 28, created Everpurse in 
River North because she never remem- 
bered to charge her phone and didn’t like 
carrying extra batteries. The purse, avail- 
able in fabric or leather, charges when 
placed on its charging mat. 

In just six days last fall, Everpurse 
reached the $100,000 goal of its Kick- 
starter campaign. She ended up raising 
$238,000 in a month. 

Even though the purse is in high de- 
mand— 2,000 orders were shipped this 
summer— Salcedo said her company has 
been dismissed a couple of times by male 
journalists, leaving her with the impres- 
sion that her product isn’t worth writ- 
ing about because it’s just a product for 
women. 

Other entrepreneurs have said getting 
investors on board is another obstacle 
facing startups. It can be particularly 
challenging when there seems to be a 
disconnect among men who may not un- 
derstand a product that targets female 
consumers. 

Salcedo has even gotten some un- 
expected pushback. “Interestingly, I 
have had a lot of men say, ‘What about 
me?’ ” she said. “Most tech products are 
designed for men. I thought, ‘How cool 
is it that I’m designing a tech product for 
women?”’ l.v.

Creating a successfnl startup is an impressive feat for anyone, man or woman. 

Coco Meers, who created beauty appointment booking site prettyquick.com, is 
living proof While she is proud to be a female founder, she doesn’t want to be ac- 
claimed solely for her gender. 


“I want to be recognized by the commu- 
nity as a founder of a great business first and 
foremost,” said Meers, 31, a Top 3 finalist for 
coolest startup in Chicago. “It’s not about, 
‘Oh my God, it’s a female founder.’ Those 
founders need to be judged on the same basis 
as any other founder would be, need to be ad- 
dressed as any other founder would be, which 
is with respect and candid discussion about 
their business.” 

Chicago’s thriving tech scene has made 
strides toward gender equality with more 
women taking the leap, starting companies

and creating supportive networks. Yet women 
in the male-dominated industry have suffered 
setbacks, adding another hurdle to the list of 
challenges that entrepreneurs encounter. 

Still, many have found Chicago a welcom- 
ing place for their ventures into the tech 
world. 

In its first year, 28 percent of the nearly 
225 businesses at Chicago startup community 
1871 had a female on their founding team, said 
Melissa Lederer, chief marketing officer for 
the Merchandise Mart startup space. In her 
estimation, that number is “pretty good.” 

“We have, in my opinion, an incredible 
group of female entrepreneurs at 1871 who 
have really worked hard to gain credibility, 
build businesses and talk to capital invest- 
ment firms and got capital,” Lederer said. 

“I think we’re doing OK here, but I think 
we can do a lot better,” said Kevin Wilier, for- 
merly CEO of Chicagoland Entrepreneurial 
Center and currently partner at Chicago Ven- 
tures, a venture capital firm. 

“The challenge we have in Chicago: We 
just need to build successful companies here,” 
he said. 

“Chicago’s tech community is very em- 
bracing of everybody who wants to be a part 
of that,” Wilier said. 

Still, women are underrepresented nation- 
ally when it comes to the science, technology 
engineering and math fields, according to a 
U.S. Census report released in September. 
Women accounted for 26 percent of the 7.2 
million workers in those jobs in 2011. The rep- 
resentation of women has increased over the 
years, but that growth has slowed and women 
are in the minority, particularly in engineering 
and computer jobs. Eor example, the share of 


women in computer occupations went from 
15 percent in 1970 to a high of 34 percent in 
1990 to 27 percent in 2011, the report said. 

When it comes to the state of women in 
the tech field, there have been bumps in the 
road. 

At a Technori Pitch event in Chicago in 
September, two men referred to female pre- 
senters as “hot girls in yoga pants.” The chief 
technology officer for Business Insider lost 
his job after sending out sexist tweets. And an 
app presented at TechCrunch Disrupt in San 
Erancisco focused on photos of people staring 
at breasts. 

Three years ago Melissa Pierce went to 
an open hack night wanting to know how to 
fix a problem on her WordPress site. A man 
chuckled and said there was “no room for 
noobs with boobs.” 

“It didn’t take me very long to get angry 
and organize something,” Pierce said. She 
formed a group called Chicago Women De- 
velopers. About 10 women showed up to the 
first meetup and it has since blown up. 

“There are 900 women in Chicago work- 
ing in tech or really interested to work in 
tech and feel they need a safe space; and that 


tells you something about the tech climate,” 
Pierce, 37, said. 

She has noticed more people, includ- 
ing men, calling out on social media what 
they see as unacceptable, such as the Crain’s 
Tech 50 list that came out in September. It 
included only nine women, including Pierce 
and Meers. The list also singled out Pierce as 
a parent and included a “wise men” category, 
to which some people tweeted their disap- 
proval. 

Meanwhile, activists continue to help 
break down barriers and encourage more 
women to enter the tech field with local orga- 
nizations and initiatives, hacking events that 
target females and national campaigns such as 
Change the Ratio aimed at increasing the vis- 
ibility and representation of women in tech 
and new media. 

In addition to Chicago Women Devel- 
opers, a number of groups create support 
networks that aim to inspire and foster a 
community for women in tech, including 
Ms. Tech; the informal group “Ladies Who 
Lunch,” which meets weekly at 1871; and the 
quarterly “Women Who Launch,” when fe- 
male entrepreneurs meet with city officials to 
support women-owned digital startups. 

“I think our generation of women is go- 
ing to make a huge splash in tech, in business 
and in entrepreneurship in Chicago,” said 
Amanda Yang, 27, data analyst and founder 
of Clear the Path, an e-commerce site that 
sells athletic apparel for female cyclists that 
can be worn at work after commuting. “I feel 
like the reason that we are going to succeed is 
because we’re not being catty to each other. 
... We’re just really all coming together and 
building something cool, which is a bunch of 
ladies trying to make their business dreams 
happen.”

Clear the Path 
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Charlie Trotter’s memorial service at Chicago Presbyterian Church on Monday included many 
famous chefs, nancy stone/tribune 


Trotter remembered 
as mentor figure

As she looked across the packed pews liber- 
ally sprinkled with chefs in their whites, the 
sister of Charlie Trotter reflected on how her 
celebrated brother had touched so many lives. 

“Charlie used to say that he raised my broth- 
ers and me,” Anne Trotter Hinkamp said at a 
memorial service Monday at Fourth Presbyte- 
rian Church. “I don’t think it’d be too far for 
me to say he raised many others in this room 
as well.” 

Trotter made a name for himself shortly af- 
ter opening his restaurant in a converted house 
on Armitage Avenue in 1987. As his fame gre^y 
he created the Charlie Trotter Culinary Edu- 
cation Foundation to provide scholarships for 
culinary students. Trotter was found dead in his 
Lincoln Park home last week at the age of 54. 

His sister shared stories that reflected Trot- 
ter’s hardworking and independent ways, stir- 
ring a laugh from the crowd when she recalled 


her older brother’s first words to her when she 
was born: “Baby Anne, get up!” 

Her brother struggled to teach himself to 
read and did not learn until college that he had 
dyslexia, Trotter Hinkamp said. That experi- 
ence helped found his deep belief that if some- 
one worked hard enough, he or she could ac- 
complish anything, she said. He had a heart for 
those in need, she said, and he loved his wife 
and his son deeply 

As the Rev Sarah Sarchet Butter noted in 
her address, questions remain about Trotter’s 
death. “Faith does not erase our grief or our 
questions,” she said, “grief at the premature 
loss of one so talented.” 

Trotter’s autopsy was inconclusive, and offi- 
cials said they will conduct other tests to deter- 
mine how the celebrated chef died. The Cook 
County medical examiner’s office said the ad- 
ditional tests will include a toxicology analysis, 
and the results could take six and eight weeks.

“But looking back, I also 
feel like it was necessary for me to go 
through that because it helped me to re- 
build my confidence in myself, my game, 
and I think it made me a better player.”
